HERE SUMMED UP 


ROW OVER 
THE BEHRING 
SEA CLAIMS. 


R O U T E D BY T H E J A P S .

Representative Hitt Thinks the Amount 
Claimed is Excessive—Objections 
to the Arrangements Made With 
England 
Are Stated—Currency 
Scheme Proposed. 


W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 24. — Secretary 
Gresham's communication to congress 
relative to paying $425,000 for Behring 
Sea seizures is occasioning much dis­ 
cussion among those who have been 
giving attention to the subject. 
Rep­ 
resentative H itt of Illinois, who intro­ 
duced the resolution calling for the in­ 
formation, is not satisfied th at the 
United States should pay the lump 
sum of 
$425,000 for the seizures, 
as he says the 
positive evidence 
already adduced shows this amount 
to be extremely excessive. Mr. Hitt 
points out th at the original claims, as 
filled, footed up to $439,000, which is 
little more than the amount of the 
proposed compromise. 
Of this $439,- 
000, Mr. H itt says, $357,000 is for 
“probable 
earnings,” 
“estimated 
catch,” etc. 
That is, the ships claim 
large 
damages 
for 
w hat 
they 
m ight have earned 
if 
they 
had 
not been seized, so th at three-fourths 
of their claim is 
for prospective 
or remote damages, and only one 
fourth for damages actually sustained. 
Mr. H itt says this theory of prospec­ 
tive damages w as expressly repudiated 
before the famous Alabama awards 
commission. 
It was then held that 
the United States could not recover 
for w hat a number of American ships 
m ight have done if they had not been 
seised. 
The congressman says this 
precedent and others settle the prin­ 
cipal of international law, th at re­ 
mote damages can pot be collected. 
It is also shown th at of the eighteen 
ships claiming 
damages ten were 
American ships. Some of these Ameri­ 
can sealers were flying the British flag 
merely for the sake of avoiding de­ 
le tio n . 
Mr. H itt urges that it is not 
for Great Britain to collect alleged 
damages to American 
ships. 
The 
-laims of these American ships ar.? in­ 
cluded in the settlem ent of $425,000, 
although Mr. H itt says the United 
States should deal with its own ships 
in its own way. and not through Great 
Britain as an intermediary. 
After de­ 
ducting the $357,000 for “ probable 
earnings,” and further deducting the 
claims of the ten American ships, Mr. 
H itt holds th at there is very lit Ie left 
of the original claim, and th a t $425, 
OOO is far in excess of w hat it ought 
to be. 


N E W CURRENCY SCH EM E PR O PO SE D 


. B . H ob llt Sub m its a P la n Said to B e 


F avored b j F inanciers. 


B lo o m in g t o n , 111., Dec. 24.—Alvin 
B. Hoblit, cashier of the National State 
bank of this city, a member of the ex­ 
ecutive committee of the Illinois State 
Bankers' association, has formulated a 
currency scheme which he believes is 
superior to the Baltimore plan and 
which has received the approval of a 
number of most experienced and able 
financiers in the Illinois State Bank­ 
ers' association. His plan is as follows: 
First—Begin 
funding a greenback 
and treasury notes by issuing $250,000,- 
000 2H per cent bonds for banking 
purposes; allow banks to issue cur­ 
rency to the par value of these bonds, 
discontinue tax rn their circulation. 
Second, allow banks with unimpaired 
captal to issue an additional 20 per 
cent of circulation secured by their as­ 
sets. 
Upon this added currency levy a 
tax of I per cent per annum for the 
average time it is kept in circulation. 
Third, this 20 per cent of circulation 
on capital will give the necessary 
elasticity to 
our 
currency system 
needed in times of stringency of the 
money m arket. 
Fourth, w ith the pro­ 
ceeds of the sale of bonds retire a like 
amount of greenbacks and treasury 
notes, which are a constant menace to 
the credit of the government.

Q u itm a n , Ga., Dec. 24.—WTith seven 
negroes 
dead and armed mobs of 
whites and blacks near to each other 
the outlook for a race war in Brooks 
county is startling in its certainty. 
The excitement is the result of the 
murder of Joseph Isom, one of the 
wealthiest 
farmers in the county. 
Seven negroes were killed Sunday and 
last night to pay the penalty, and 
this seems to be only the beginning. 
A posse of 300 cover a territory of 
about five miles. 
The largest crowd, 
IOO men, is congregated a mile and a 
half from Isom's house. 
They are 
well armed. About half a mile further 
on there is a mob of negroes, about 
the same number, armed with rifles, 
pistols, axes, clubs, waiting for the 
white mob to come on. 
They fear the 
whites w ill take summary vengeance 
on their families, first found, first 
shot. 
The authorities are powerless 
and practically no effort has yet been 
made to bring about peace, save by 
the relatives of the man whose mur­ 
der is the cause of it all. 
It leaked out th at the killing of 
Isom was a part of a plot to kill all 
the whites who were in the posse 
which a few weeks ago arrested Jesse 
Jeffreth for the killing of T. Moulton. 
Isom was one of the most popular 
men in the county. 
He lived in a p art 
of the county where the negroes out­ 
numbered the whites and the killing 
created a great deal of excitement. 
When it developed that the same gang 
of negroes had sworn to kill others the 
whites gathered for war. 
The negroes are entrenched in and 
around a lot of negro cabins in the 
midst of a thin grove and the whites 
are advancing on them from two sides. 
The country is sparsely settled and 
the facilities for securing informa­ 
tion are meager. 
Pike is the negro 
who 
killed 
Isom. 
He 
has 
been 
in hiding near where the trouble oc­ 
curred. 
There seems every likelihood 
of a pitched battle to-night. 
CapL 
^Tillman, father-in-law of Isom, was, 
however, doing 
everything 
in his 
power to restrain the whites. 
He had 
sent hurried messages all over the 
county summoning to his aid conserva­ 
tive men in the hope th at they would 
prevent further bloodshed. 
Details of the killing of the seven 
negroes are meager. 
Taylor, Fraser, 
Pike and Sherard were together about 
sunset Saturday night 
They were re­ 
garded as four of the ringleaders of 
the conspiracy to kill and burn, and 
were being especially sought for. 
A 
half dozen whites, one is said to have 
been Isom's brother-in-law, came upon 
them suddenly and ordered them to 
submit to arrest. 
One of the negroes 
Answered with a shot th at struck one 
of the whites and the four blacks were 
shot down. Three others were caught. 
Many of Isom's , neighbors, who are in 
the crowd, will not listen to any peace- 
h i talk. They declare th a t for the 
sake of their wives and children they 
must stamp out the gang. 
If the fight 
comes it will be a desperate one.

most horrible tragedy ever perpetrated 
in this city occurred yesterday morn­ 
ing, resulting in the death of two per­ 
sons and the probable fatal wounding 
of a third. 
George Frederick Ashford. 
a laborer in the employ of the Cana­ 
dian Pacific railroad, has been a resi­ 
dent here for the last two years, 
living with his wife and five chil­ 
dren in the east end of the city. 
For some time past he has been drink­ 
ing heavily. 
He returned home late 
last night, and going up stairs woke 
his wife, telling her her end had come, 
and before she was half awake he 
shot her in the head. 
Then the 3- 
year-old child was killed in a similar 
manner; 9-year-old Milo was also shot. 
Two other boys were awakened by 
the shooting and escaped, giving the 
alarm to the neighbors. Ashford made 
his escape in the direction of West­ 
minster. 
Seeing a car approaching he 
threw himself in front of it, but the 
motor man pulled up in time to rescue 
him and handed him over to the police.

STORM DOES HEAVY DAMAGE 
IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


K illed and O thers W ill D ie— Mob

A u g u st a , Ga., Dec. 24.—Saturday 
night Jake Wiggins killed a negro 
named Anderson Williams, across the 
river in Carolina: he was tracked to 
Augusta. Police surrounded the house 
and broke in the door. 
Wiggins open­ 
ed fire. 
Detective Joe Murray was 
shot in the head and is dying. 
Police­ 
man Stringer was also shot in the head 
and will probably not recover. Police­ 
man Wrenn was shot in the leg. 
Mr. 
John Davis, a spectator, was shot in 
the region of the heart and died in 
less than an hour. 
During the melee 
over 150 shots were fired and Wiggins 
was slightly wounded. 
There was 
much talk of lynching, but 
it is 
thought the danger is over.

L o n d o n , Dec. 24.—Reports received 
from various parts of Great Britain 
show the storm raged with the great­ 
est fury all 
day Saturday. 
Tele­ 
graphic communication with Scotland 
is completely interrupted, while the 
wires to the midland counties and Ire­ 
land are more or less damaged. 
There 
is hardly a town of any size but re 
ports personal casualties and damages 
to property. 
M anufacturing towns in 
the north and west suffered badly. 
Roofs were torn off and 
chimney 
stacks collapsed, crashing through ad­ 
joining buildings and killing and in­ 
juring a number of working people. 
The gale is now abating. 
The exact 
number of deaths at sea is unknown, I 
but it is expected the list will not be I 
much less than IOO. 
The American 
ship Rennebec from Port Blakely, 
which had discharged her cargo at Bel- { 
fast, broke adrift and sank a tug and 
damaged another vessel.

When 
the constable and a crowd tried to dis­ 
lodge him. 
he fired at them and 
wounded the constable and half dozen 
others. 
Several of the mob armed 
themselves, but the negro held his 
vantage ground until the torch was 
applied to the barn. 
As soon> as he 
was forced upon open ground he was 
shot, and then the infuriated crowd 
put a rope around his neck and dragged 
him to a tree, where he wasJynched.

ning at the rate of forty miles an hour, 
saw dimly ahead the huge obstruction 
approaching the line.

The engines and three coaches got 
clear of the points before the car 
struck the express. The coaches which 
were hit by the wagon were complete­ 
ly smashed, while those following were!

The scene was a horrible one, the I 
uninjured passengers screaming, the! 
wounded groaning, and the guards and 
porters hoarsely shouting for assist­ 
ance. 
Men with lanterns were sent to| 
stop another train th at was approach­ 
ing the scene of the wreck. Fires were) 
lighted along side the line to enable 
the rescuers to pursue their work. 
Those passengers who had not been! 
hurt scrambled out of the cars and 
formed a relief party. Thirteen bodies I 
were taken out of the wreck.

Then he got him­ 
self in as good condition as possible 
and started for Chicago. 
All went well until he reached a 
small station south of the World’s Fair 
city, and then he ran into another 
wreck. 
This time he did not receive 
any additional injuries, but in his con 
dition the shock was something dan 
gerous. He struck Chicago with every 
bone aching, and was soon on a cot in 
St. Luke’s hospital with several doc­ 
tors at work on him. 
They succeeded 
in caving his hand, and a day or two 
ago Mrs. Elizabeth Zeininger received 
a letter stating th at he had just been 
discharged from the 
hospital and 
would be home on Sunday.

nouncement was a great surprise to 
the family. 
They had lost all track 
of Mr. Zeininger, and telegram s sent 
to every part of Mexico by the Janes­ 
ville relatives, had not located him. 
Several consuls had been called upon 
for information, and they were much 
worried until the letter was received. 
Mr. Zeininger arrived on Sunday, as 
he said he would, and will spend the 
holidays at home.

Dr. Joe W hiting's Testim ony in th e Shoot­ 
ing Affair Was Sensational. 
A skull w ith a history, sent a shud­ 
der through a room full of people at 
the municipal court room the other 
day. Dr. Joe W hiting was illustrating 
the m anner in which Jere Sullivan 
was injured, by tracing the skull with 
a pencil. 
The judge and attorneys gathered 
around, watching closely, while court 
spectators craned their necks and held 
their breath as the skull was manipu­ 
lated by the witness. 
The doctor 
placed the point of the pencil at the 
left side of the nose.

A HEROINE. 


In the year 1776 a small palisade fort 
was erected upon the site now occupied 
bv the city of Wheeling. 
The fort was 
surrounded by the cabins of the settlers 
and wa3 named in honor of the great 
Virginia orator and patriot, Patrick 
Henry. 
On the morning of the 1st of Sep­ 
tember, 1777, a scout appeared at the 
fort, announcing the near approach of 
the dreaded Simon Girty with a large 
band of savages. 
Having the night be­ 
fore received an intimation of danger 
from an Indian raid, the families of 
the settlers had removed to the fort. 
The fort at this time was but lightly 
garrisoned, a portion of its forces hav­ 
ing been sent to re-enforce posts that 
were more exposed, they being in no 
apprehension of danger from British or 
Indian fees. It was in charge of Colo­ 
nel Sheppard. 
The dwelling of Colonel Ebenezer 
Zane stood about 60 yards distant from 
the palisade. In this building were stor­ 
ed supplies of various kinds, which it 
was very desirable to preserve, and, the 
house occupying a favorable position to 
aid in resisting the attack, it was decid­ 
ed to make the defense from both points. 
In the dwelling, when the attack was 
made, there were but eight persons, 
four men and four women, including 
the negro cook and his wife. 
Tho first attack was made upon a rec 
onnoitering party under the command 
of Captain Mason. 
The Indians were 
ambushed a short distance from the fort 
and fell upon the little band without a 
moment’s warning. More than one-half 
of them perished. Captain Ogle, with 
12 men, hurried out to the assistance of 
Mason, and only four of his men ever 
returned. The others were ruthlessly 
butchered by bullet and tomahawk. The 
garrison was now reduced to a mere 
handful of determined defenders, most 
ly young men. They numbered about 
12, with the brave Colonel Sheppard 
and Ebenezer and Silas Zane at their 
head. 
The women and children were hud­ 
dled together inside the pickets, over 
whelmed with grief and fear, for all 
hope for the safety of the fort now seem­ 
ed lost. At this critical moment Simon 
Girty appeared with a white flag and 
demanded the unconditional surrender 
of the fort. Although the besiegers out-, 
numbered the besieged thirtyfold, the 
Indians numbering over 300, the belea­ 
guered garrison resolved to resist, for 
they well knew what their fate would 
be if they fell into the hands of the 
treacherous fiend, Girty. Colonel Shep 
pard promptly told the scoundrel that 
the fort would never be surrendered to 
him nor to any other man while there 
was a person left to defend it. 
Girty became enraged and ordered an 
attack. “ Girty, ’ ’ said the historian Loss 
ing, ‘ ‘was the offspring of crime. 
His 
father was a settler in Pennsylvania, 
an outlaw and a sot, and his mother 
was a disgrace to her sex.” Simon, 
with his two brothers, when youths, 
were captured by the Indians. 
His 
brother James was adopted by the Del­ 
awares and became the fiercest savage 
of the tribe. Simon was adopted by the 
Senecas, became a great hunter and 
finally a powerful leader among the In­ 
dians, exercising his innate wickedness 
to the fullest extent and declaring eter 
nal enmity toward his own race. 
For 
many years the name of Simon Girty 
was a terror to the settlers of the north­ 
west. He was as bloodthirsty and unre­ 
lenting as a tiger, excelling the savages 
in the cruelty he inflicted upon those 
who fell into his clutches. Male and 
female, old age and helpless infancy, 
suffered alike. 
The besiegers for several hours kept 
up an ineffectual fire against the fort 
and dwelling from the cabins in which 
they were sheltered. 
Whenever a red 
skin showed himself, the never failing 
rifle of the sharpshooter was sure to 
bring him down. Several times the In­ 
dians advanced upon the gate of the 
palisade, hoping to be able to force it, 
but each time were compelled to retreat 
under a galling fire. The few men in 
the fort were enabled to keep up a con­ 
stant firing, for the women molded the 
bullets and loaded the guns as fast as 
they could be used. Night coming on, 
the firing ceased. Quietness now reign­ 
ed, and the darkness became intense. 
About midnight the attention ot the 
negro cook, Sam, was attracted by a 
small stream of light that found its 
way through a crevice in the kitchen 
wall from the outside. An investigation 
revealed an Indian with a lighted brand 
endeavoring to set fire to the kitchen. 
Sam, watching his chance, sent a bullet 
through his red hide. 
Early the following morning the In­ 
dians renewed the attack with much 
vigor. Having procured a hollow maple 
log, they converted it into a cannon, 
binding it around solidly with chains 
obtained from the houses of the set­ 
tlers. After placing a heavy charge cf 
powder in it and filling it to the muz­ 
zle with cannon balls, captured the day 
before from a flatboat that was passing 
down the river from Pittsburg, in great 
triumph they conveyed it to within 60 
or 70 yards of the fort and pointed it at 
the gate. Then, with shouts of exulta­ 
tion, which meant, “ We’vo got you 
now, ” they touched it off. To their ut­ 
ter amazement and consternation, the 
log burst into a thousand fragments, 
flying in every direction, killing and 
wounding several of their own number. 
During all this time the riflemen in 
the fort and dwelling were picking them 
off at a rapid rate, and when the smoke 


The disaster and the disappointment 
arising from it so exasperated the Indi­ 
ans that they madly threw themselves 
againsi the gate with heavy battering 
rams made of logs, determined to force 
an entrance. Above the din and confu­ 
sion the voice of Girty was heard urging 
the savages on, but he was nowhere to 
be seen, being shielded from the deadly 
rifles of tho patriots in the fort, who, 
he well knew, would rejoice to get a 
shot at him. The constant fire poured 
upon the savages from the fort and 
dwelling forced them to again retire. 
At this juncture it was discovered 
that the supply of powder in the fort 
was about exhausted. Ebenezer Zane 
remembered that he had a keg stowed 
away in his house, but how was it to 
be obtained? Whoever ventured to pro­ 
cure it was almost certain to be cut 
down by the bullets of the Indians, 
who were so near and always on the 
alert. Only one man could be spared 
for the service from the defense of the 
fort Colonel Sheppard, not being will­ 
ing to order any one to the duty, asked 
for a volunteer. Every man present ea­ 
gerly offered to undertake the hazard­ 
ous duty, and while they were contend­ 
ing for the honor it was feared that be­ 
fore the question was settled and the 
powder obtained the savages would re­ 
new the attack. At this moment Eliza­ 
beth Zane—or Patty, as she was usually 
called—a young girl just returned home 
from school in Philadelphia, but little 
accustomed to the horrors of border 
warfare, came forward and asked to be 
permitted to go for the powder, alleging 
as a reason for her going that not a man 
could be spared from the defense of the 
fort. 
“ Whoever undertakes the duty 
will be in great danger of being killed 
or seriously wounded, and if I fall 
will not be missed in the defense of 
the fort. I have no fears for the result. 
God will protect me. ” 
So earnest was the appeal of tho 
young heroine that consent was reluc 
tantly given. There was no time to lose. 
Kneeling for a moment in prayer, she 
arose with a smile upon her beautiful 
face, saying, “ l a m ready.” The gate 
was thrown open. 
She sallied forth 
and soon cleared the space between the 
fort and her brother’s house, which she 
reached in safety. Not one shot was fir­ 
ed at her. Such action on the part of 
the savages could not be accounted for 
unless the movement was so sudden anc 
rapid that they had not time to realize 
the situation, and then it was only a 
squaw.” A tablecloth, containing the 
contents of the keg of powder, was hur 
riedly fastened about her waist, and she 
started upon her return trip, running 
with the fleetness of a fawn toward the 
fort, her long glossy curls floating back 
from her bare head, upon which the 
mild rays of the early autumn sun lei 
so cheeringly. 
The wary savages, who 
were watching her movements, now sent 
a volley of bullets after her, but not one 
of them touched her. The noble gir 
entered the fort in safety with her val 
uable prize. A prolonged shout of wel 
come greeted her, and every man, in 
spired by her heroism, resolved to re 
pulse the foe or die in the attempt. 
During the following night Col one 
Swearingen and 14 men arrived and 
fought their way into the fort without 
losing a man. And at daylight Major 
McCulloch arrived with 40 mounted 
men. His followers entered the inclo­ 
sure in safety, but he, becoming sepa-

rated from them, was obliged to flee to 
the open country and narrowly escaped 
falling into the hands of the savages, 
who thirsted for his blood, for he was 
one of their most determined enemies.

crease to the forces of the garrison Gir­ 
ty and his followers abandoned all hope 
of capturing the fort, and after setting 
fire to the bouses outside the pickets 
and killing the stock belonging to the 
settlers they raised the siege and with­ 
drew to the wilderness. 
Elizabeth Zane lived to be a very old 
woman, beloved and respected by all 
who knew her. She resided on the banks 
of the Ohio river near the scene of her 
daring exploit.—Cincinnati Enquirer. 


B r it a in S lo w ly W a s h in g A w a y . 
The British board of hydrographers 
have made a report which is startling 
in some of its details. It appears that 
after a long series of observations it has 
been ascertained that the little Thames 
is carrying 14,000,000 cubic feet of 
British Boil info tho sea annually. In 
order to get an idea of what the above 
figures really mean, let us imagine a 
huge mass of stone IOO feet in width, 
IOO feet long and IOO feet high. Then 
let us imagine that 14 of these immense 
cubes are yearly floated out to sea from 
the British mainland. The Thames ba­ 
sin has, however, an area of 6,160 
s<£uare miles. 
The immense amount of 
solid matter alluded to above is taken 
grain by grain from this large extent of 
surface, so that it only wears away the 
surface of the basin as a whole at the 
rate of one^eight hundredth part of an 
inch each year. At the rate of wear and 
tear mentioned in the opening para­ 
graph of this article one would natural­ 
ly suppose that within a few hundred 
years the whole of the main British isle 
would be deposited at the bottom of the 
ocean, but owing to the vast area from 
which that 14,000,000 cubic feet of sol­ 
id matter is gathered the basin of the 
Thames has only been lowered one sin­ 
gle inch since the Norman conquest. 
Some of the readers of this will no 
doubt be disappointed to find that the 
rate of erosion is so slow and will de­ 
clare that the head line conveys a differ­ 
ent impression. The island is, however, 
“slowly washing away,” for the statis­ 
tician of the hydrographic board says 
that it will take 3,500, OOO years more 
to reduce Britain to the level of the sea.
